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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest reference of record is Sturzebecher et al. (J. Med. Chem., 1997). The 
reference teaches 3-amidinophenylalanine derivatives as thrombin inhibitors. See the formula on 
Page 3093. The instantly claimed method differs from the method in the reference in that the 
instantly claimed method is directed to treatment of urokinase-associated diseases whereas the 
method in the reference is directed to thrombin inhibition. Although the reference shows that the 
3-amidinophenylalanine compounds can be used to inhibit urokinase, the data in Table 4, page 
3094 indicate that the reference compounds are selective in inhibiting thrombin. The Kj of the 
reference compounds in inhibiting urokinase is at least 100-fold less than the Ki for thrombin. 
Thus, Table 4 teaches away the use of the compounds as urokinase inhibitors. The reference 
alone does not teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed methods and therefore, the instantly 
claimed methods are deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
